In future supply a) material 
for the maintenance of the Rail- 
way crossing on Hespeler Strect.

on Small 
Parcels Raised 


ee 


Rates of postage have been in- 
creased 60 per cent. on small par- 
cels mailed in the province of Al- 
berta, according to a new rates 
card issued by the postmaster- 
general through the Calgary post- 
office on Saturday morning. The 
rate on one-pound parcels within 
atwenty mile radius of Calgary 
has been raised from 5 cents to 10 
cents and for a one-pound parcel 
outside the twenty mile radius, the 
rate has been raised from 10 to 15 
cents. 

The rate on similar parcels from 
Alberta to British Columbia or 
Saskatchewan has been raised from 
10 cents to 20 cents. The rate on 
one pound parcels from Alberta to 
Manitoba or the Yukon has been 
increased from 12 cents to 20cents, 
and on parcels for Ontario or the 
maritime provinces or Quebec the 
rate has been raised from 12 to 25 
cents. 

The increases which, though 
smaller as the weight of the parcel 
increases, affect parcels up to 11 
pounde in weight, the maximum 
allowance for parcels now being 
15 pounds. Rates for the heavier 
parcels run from 30 cents within 
the 20 mile radiusto as high as 
$1.75 for parcelsto Ontario, Que- 
bec and the Maritime provinces.
